This responds to the Office Action dated November 15, 2006. 

It is respectfully submitted that the previous claims were interpreted too broadly by 
the examiner so as to be inconsistent with the description of the invention in the 
specification and the response to the previous office action. It is believed that the language 
of the previous claims overcame the previous rejections, given the most reasonable 
interpretation of the claim language. The present examiner is die second examiner in this 
case, with a new interpretation of the claims that is different from the first examiner's 
interpretation. In any event, Applicant is simply clarifying language in the present 
response in view of the examiner's explanation of how the examiner was interpreting the 
claims. No new issues are raised. Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the 
amendments be entered. Applicant had already filed an RCE in this case.
